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"Wedding Mardi" from A Midsummer Night’s Dmim Incidental Music , Félix Mendelssohn 

(1809-1847) 

Aecording lo MendeIssohn's sister Fanny Midsummer Nights Dveam had long been a 
favorite with the entire Mendelssohn family especially Félix, Th us, ihe young prodigy 
was inspired at the âge of seventeen to compose an overture for it. Then in 1842 he was 
commissioned by the King of Prussia to compose a complété set of incidental music for 
the play The overture and twelve subséquent pièces that now comprise ibis music blend 
together seamlessly despite the intervening seventeen years. 


“Procession of the Sardar" front Gaucatfm Sfeetdtes . . ... Mikhail Ippolitov-lvanov 

(1859-1935) 

The Russian nationalist composer Ippolitov-lvanov became fascinated with folk song 
whiîe in Georgia, a resort area in the Caucasus Mouniains. Hem he served m his first posi¬ 
tion as music director after gmduating from the St. Petersburg Conservatory During his 
eleven years in this région he ohserved, recorded, and analyzed the color and exoticism 
of ils semi-oriental music. A few years later in Moscow he realized the potential of these 
folk song ideas in his orchestral suite Caucasian 5ketches< The last movement of this suite 
relkcts the influence of Rimsky-Korsakov, Ippolitov-lvanov s teacher. 


Konzerstück for Piano and Orchestra, Opus 79 ..... .Cari Maria von Weber 

(17864826) 

Called a “keystone of Romande piano writing* Weber s Konzerstück is essentially a one- 
movement concerto in four distinct sections. Weber himself provided this program for ils 
interprétation: “The lady sits in her tower: she gazes sadly into lhe distance, Her knight 
has been for years in the Holy Land; will she ever see hirn again? What is that distant 
Sound? What are those forms approaching? Knights and squires with the cross of lhe 
Crusades, bunners waving, acclamations of the people, and therd—it is bel She sinks into 
his arms. Love is triumphant,,*T

Préludé and "Bridai Chorus" from Act III of Lohengrin .....Richard Wagner 

(18134883) 

Aller the jubilant exubérance of the wedding festi vides ponrayed in the Préludé to Act 111 
of Ltfîiengrin, the renowned "Bridai Chorus" introduces the first scene, transforming the 
mood into one of warmth and loving tende mess, The words praising Lhe bride and 
groom are sung by the attendant ladies and nobles as they escort Lhe pair to their bridai 
chamber: "Courage triumphani, love and fortune, truly make you a most happy pair?' 





Tilgrims Chorus” (rom Tafmhaïteer...Richard Wagner 

Wagner directed the first performance or his Romamic opéra Tannhaüser in 1845. Like 
many of his opéras, it is based on ancient legend and promûtes the thème of unworthy 
man being redeemed through the love of a pure woman. The thème of the fanions 
Pilgrims Chorus, heard throughout the opéra, is realized in full in Act 111 as a band of 
pilgrims return to their native land. 


Crown Impérial ... .,....William Wallon 

(1902-1983) 

In 1937 William Wallon, the noted British composer, was commissioned by the BBC to 
wrile a mardi to celebrate the coronation of George VL The title dérivés from a line by 
the Brirish Renaissance poei William Dunbar: . in beauty bearing Lhe Crown Impérial” 
Typical of Wallon r s style, il employs exciüng, almost kaleidoscopic orchestration with a 
certain jauminess even in lhe midst of this majestic setting. 


Glympic Fanfare and Theme ...,., John Williams 

(b, 1932) 

Emînemly successfui as a composer, arranger, pianist, and conduaorjohn Williams was 
selected in 1980 to succeed the laie Arthur Fiedler as conductor of the Boston Pops, 
a position Williams had uni il retire ment in 1993. As a composer Williams lias won 
numerous awards for the consistent high quality of his scores for films and télévision. He 
was commissioned to compose the “Glympic Fanfare and Theme" for the 1984 
Olvmpics. The work exhibits his technical expertise and imagination as an orchestra lot 
and exemplifies his romantic traditionalism. 


Triomphal Scene from Aicltt *.... .......... .Giuseppe Verdi 

(1813-1901) 

For one of the greatesL scenes of pageantry in ail of grand opéra, Verdi eomposed such 
surring, exciling music ihat it has been unparalleled in its effect. To introduce the mardi. 
Verdi usecl six specially constructcd Egyptian tmmpets. The orchestra continually 
emphasizes the exotic, both in its thèmes and in its instrumentation.
